For weeks past these robbers have beon 
terrorizing the villages of northern Rou- 
mania, several Hiouses having been at- 
tacked at right and pillaged. 

In cases where the people showed re- 
sistance they were murdered. 

The woman is held sponsibte 
miny perticularly atrocious crimes 
She has victims 
tortured and put to death before her. 
The authorities credit her with eighty- 
six murders, 198 other crimes of violence 
and 646 cases of plundering and robbery. 

A reward of $2,500 was offered for her 
capture.

DROWNED HIS FOUR CHILDREN. 


In Fit of Despondency Kansas Man 
Commits Awful Crime. 

Salina, Kans., August 19.—Joseph An- 
derson, a farmer living east of Salina, in 
a fit of despondency today drowned his 
four children, three girls and a boy, ina 
cistern and then »hqt himself with a re- 
volver. 

Anderson is still alive, but will probably 
die. Financial matters had affected his 
mind. The crime was committed during 
the abSence of the mother. The oldest 
child was 6 years old and the youngest a 
babe of 4 months. Andcrson left a note 
telling the mother that the children could 
be found in a cistern.

Two 
more shots followed, a bullet lodging in 
Crossman’'s leg and a charge of shot shat- 
tering Connelly’s shoulder. Some of the 
shot hit him in the face. 


STRIKERS USE DYNAMITE. 


“Unfair Workers’ Badly Frightened 
by an &xplosion.

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FIVE WOMEN 
DIE IN FLAMES 


Terrific Explosion in New York 
sels House fire 


Flames ‘Gain Sugh Headway That 
Firemen Are Unable To Gain 
Entrance in Order To Save 
the Occupants — Sev- 
eral Are Injured. 


New York. August 19.—An explosion oc- 
curred in a furniture store on the ground 
floor of a double tenement at No. 35 Es- 
sex street today and before the tenants 
could recover from their surprise the 
building was a masg of flames. 

The fire obtained a frightful headway, 
which the firemen had to fight while the 
work of rescue was going on, and before 
the flames were under contro}, 
men and 


two wo- 
three young girls had beon 
burned to death, and a man and a woman 
carried to Gouvener hospital suffering 
painful injuries. 

Many others were badly burned. One 
of the dead bodies was believed to be 
that of Mrs. Hannah Balothin and the 
other that of Mrs. Joseph Knott, but both 
were so badly burned that they were 
not recognizable. 

The persons seriously injured were Mrs. 
Rosa Mieses, who was burned about the 
body and face, and Jacob Muscovitz, who 
had three ribs broken by jumping to the 
pavement. The money loss by the fire 
was only $5,000. 

Coronor Golden, who viewed the bodies, 
said there had been only one postive 
identification--that of the remains of Mrs. 
Balothin. The other bodies were so 
charred that it was almost impossible ta 
identify them, but it was likely that the 
body of the other woman was that of 
Mrs. Knott; one of the girls’ bodies was 
that of Mrs. Knott’s child and the two 
Other bodtes those of two of the family 
of Nathan Liebowitz.

New York, August 19.—The two great 
branches of American Methodism. the 
Methodist Episcopal church and the 
Methodist Episcopal church, scuth, are 
to unite, in Shanghai, China, the publish- 


throughout the Chinese empire, the joint 
publishing house to be known as the 
Methodist Publishing House in China. 
The final act in this agreement came 
about today when the plan was finally 
approved by the book committee of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, at 
a meeting held in Nashville. Tenn., the 
board of managers of.the missionary so- 
ciety of the Methcdist Episcopal church 
having voted on the agreement a week 
ago at New York. The scheme for a 
joint publishing house in China was pro- 
posed more then six years ago by the 
missionaries in China of the two denomi- 
nations. Since that time each of the de- 
nominations has felt continually the need 
of a much larger publishing equipment 
in China than it possessed. Shanghai, as 
the commeroilal distributing center for 
all China, has, of course, appealed to 
each as the strategic place for a pub- 
lishing center. The economy in the 
united putlishing plan for the empire 
has been patent to all, but for various 
reasons joint action has had to be post- 
poned from time to time. 
Tentative Agreement. 

A tentative agreement was reported at 
a joint committee meeting held at Alto- 
dale, Baltimore county, Maryland, the 
country heme of fhe Rev. Dr. John F. 
Goucher, the president of the Baltimore 
Woman's college, on August 6 At this 
meeting there were present Dr. Goucher, 
the Rev. A. B. Leonard and the Rev. 
Dr. Hcmer Eaton, representing the boar 
of managers of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, and Bishop A. W. Wif8en, the 
Rev. Dr. Paul Whitehead and the Rev. 
Dr. Collins Denny, representing the book 
committee of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south. The agreement which 
these_men drew up has now been rati- 
fied by the authoritative bodies whica 
they represented. j | 

Capital Stock of $100,000. 

‘The plan provides for a capital stock 
of $100,000, one-ha!f of which is to be 
paid up, each of the contracting cor- 
rorations providing $25,000. The owner- 
ship and interest in the publishing house 
is to be guaranteed by equal proportions 
to the corporations. Six directors. wh»? 
have already been elected, are to have 
the control,.and there are to he two busi!- 
ness managers, of equal and coordinate 
authcrity, one from each of the churches. 
In effecting this union of publishing in- 
terests in China, it is understood that all 
other mission interests of the two 
churches remain as at present organized 
and established. The publishing hcuse is 
to*cecupy the property recently built by 
the book committee of the Methodist 
Episcopal chur¢ch, south, for a publish- 
ing house, and rent is to be paid to that 
bock committee for the use of the build- 
ing. In the purchase of machinery, that 
now owned by the-missionary society 
of the Methodist Episcopal church if 
Foo Chow, Chira, is to be given the pref- 
erence, provided such machinery an4 
equipment be needed by, the new con- 
cern,

GENERALS AT THE HAGUE. 


General Eyler Pays Tribute to Their 
Heroic Deeds. 

The Hague, August 19.—A public. recep- 
tlon was given to the Boer generals on 
their arrival here from Rotterdam. Gen- 
eral Eyler, in a speech, paid a tribute to 
their heroic deeds. General Botha re- 
plied, expressing fhe appreciation of the 
Boer officers at the warmth of their re- 
ception, and referring to the consolation 
which it: had been to them to know that 
while they fought their women and chil- 
dren were being supported by Dutch gen- 
erosity. The time, added General Botha, 
had not Yet arrived to make public all 
they knew, but probably at no distant 
date they would publish their account of 
the war. 

The visitors were escorted through the 
town in open carriages and were every- 
where loudly cheered by the crowds as- 
sembled. A number of Boers who served 
during the war formed a guard of honor 
for the generals. 

The space in front of the hotel where 
apartments had been secured for the gen- 
erals was closely packed with people. 
Shouts of “Long live the Boers!"’ greeted 
the South African commanders when they 


appeared -and then the crowd sang the 
Tranevaal national anthem, whereupon 
the generals bared their heads and waved 
their hats in acknowledgment of the en-'!

Styles has heen-arrested by Sheriff Gil- 
reath ‘and: placed in the county jail. 

The shooting took place about 200 yards 
from where the candidates were speak- 
ing. Eyewitnesses say that Ernest Mc- 
Carrell and Emmett Styles were engaged 
in a fight when Carey Styles appeared 
and began shooting, his first bullet strik- 
ing his own brother in the leg. Styles 
then shot Ernest McCarrell in the right 
arm and upon the appearance of Walter’ 
MeCarrell, Styles fired at: him, the bullet 
taking effect under the left nipple. pro- 
ducing instant death. 

The affair caused considerable confu- 
sion and excitement. 

Walter McCarrell léaves a wife and a 
amall child. He was a son of one of the 
ceunty’s most prominent farmers, W. H. 
McCarrell, a member of ths board of reg- 
istration.

“Now, gentlemen, I am going to tell 
you three things and I don’t want you 
to ask me any further questions. In the 
first place I don’t look like a sick man.’ 
In the second place, I feel the necessity 
of a rest-and:>I am going to take one. In 
the third place, I am not going to resign 
and have no intention of retiring from 
the presidency of the Untted States Steel 
Corporation.”’ 

“Are you going to Europe?” was ask- 
ed Mr. Schwab.

SAYS HE IS NOT AGAINST 


REVISION OF TARIFF 


1 lected from’ the West ‘Point classmates 


in His Evident Defense of Combines 
the Secretary of the Treasury 

Explains That Protective 

Tariff Is Not the Mother 

of the Trusts. 


— 


Morrisville, Vt., August: 19.—Five thou- 
éand persons listened to Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw, who was the 
principal ‘speaker at a republican rally 
here today. Secretary Shaw lived here 
when he was a boy and went to school 
here, and the residents of all the section 
roundabout came to hear him. He spoke 
in part as follows: 

“I have been quoted as opposed to a 
revision of the tariff. I never hfve op- 
posed readjustment of the tariff. When- 
ever congress reaches the conclusion that 
the friends of. protection are strong 
enough .to conservatively modify certain 
Bchedules so as to meet changed condi- 
tions and at the same time successfully 
resist the efforts of the opposition to re- 
vise the entire tariff law, thus paralyzing 
business for a season, I am in favor of it. 
I have .expressed some doubt, however, 
abotit the wisdom of instructing by reso- 
lutions or exacting pledges from candi- 
dates for congress when the effect is li- 
able to precipitate a protracted debate 
with very uncertain results. I never 
have seen the time since I have given 
public: questions -consideration that I 
would not reduce the rate on quite a large 
number of items nor when I would reduce 
the rate on other items. It is not likely 
that any member of the house ever voted 
for ‘a tariff bill entirely to his liking. I 
am willing to concede that conditions 
change, but I will not admit that the 
tariff is the mother of trusts, nor will I 
concede that a tariff for revenue only will 
destroy trusts on any other theory than 
the ‘fire in wheat fields would destroy 
Canada thistles. 


Not the Mother of Trusts. 

“The protective tariff is not the mother 

of trusts, although it is the parent con- 
ditions that make it profitable for capital 
to combine and genial for,labor to or- 
ganize. 
*. "The republican party in my state re- 
cently reaffirmeg the tariff platform of 
1901. This has caused considerable com- 
ment. It has been misrepresented in the 
same way that the memorable speech of 
President McKinley at Buffalo has been 
misrepresented, misquoted, misconstrued 
and misapplied.

THREE MEN ARE ACCUSED. 


Interest in Double Chicago Murder 


Centers in Inquest. 

Chicago, August 19.—Interest in the 
Bartholin-Mitchell murdenmystery today 
centered about the inquest which may 
determine the cause of the death of Min- 
nie Mitchell. Three men already stand 
accused as principals or accessories of the 
crime, namely: Oscar Thompson, former 
roomer of Mrs. Bartholin; John Clafty, 
stableman, who took care of the horse 
Thompson is alleged to have driven to 
the laundry w&gon containing the girl's 
body to the prairie field at Seventy-fourth 
street, and Edward Counselman, intimate 
friend of William J. Bartholin, the sup- 
posed matricide. 

Four of the Mitchell family testified ct 
the inquest that they could not make a 
positive identification ofthe body. lying in 
the -weeds on the prairie at Seventy- 
fourth street and believed to be. that of 
Minnie Mitchell. These four persons, the 
father, brother, sister and sister in law 
of the missing girl, declared that the 
only identification they could make was 
that part of the clothing found near the 
body belonged to Miss Mitchell. Following 
this the coroner’s physician, Springer, 
made a statement to the jury, in whicn he 
termed the body as that of an “unknown 
or unidentified woman." Dr. Springer 
stated positively that he did not believe 
the body to be that of. Miss Mitchell be- 
cause of'the advanced’ stagé: of decompo- 
sition. When the body was found Miss 
.Mitchell had been missing bit eight days 
and-Dr. Springer claimed that .it. would 
be impossible for. her body to have de- 
composed as much as the one discovered 
on the prairie. ap s . 

Inspector Hunt produced a witness who 
positively identified'Oscar Thompson, who 
is under arrest for complicity in the 
crime, as one of two men on a atreet car 
near the place where the body was found, 
and a photograph of William Bartholin 
as that of the second of the pair. 

Thompson, ‘“‘Dad’’ Claffy and Counsc!- 
man, all of whom have been held to the 
grand jury, were present at the inquest, 
but their attorneys refused to allow them 
to testify.. The inquest was continued un- 
til tomorrow morning. — ‘.

Asbury Park, N. J., August 19.—A regu- 
lar Pennsylvania train on the New York 
and Long Branch railroad bound north 
was run into from the rear at Belmar 
station tonight by a Central railroad of 
New Jersey special train. The Pennsyl- 
vania train had stopped at Belmar to pick 
up passengers. The Central train was 
running north also and was empty. The 
engine of the Central train telescoped the 
rear car of the Pennsylvania train. Six 
cars were wrecked, several persons were 
killed and a number injured. At midnight 
two bodies had been taken from ‘the 
wreck. ube eg : 

Alice Biggart, 13 years of age, was kill- 
ed as she was being put aboard «he wait- 
ing train. : 

The engineer and fireman of the Central 
train have not been seen since the col- 
sion. It is believed they are under the 


demolished cars. . 
The wreckage is piled 36 feét high. The 
freight shed at the depot was demolished 
and the depot badly damaged. The 
wreckage added to the heap on the rails. 
Hugh Fitzpatrick, a ,brakeman, was 
caught in, the wreckage and badly scald- 
ed by escaping steam and hot water. He 
was released from under the wreckage 
which held him down and.ran almost 4 
miles to his home, where he is being at- 
tended by a doctor. 
Immediately after the wreck the for- 
ward cars of the Pennsylvania train were 
detached. Except for broken glass they 
did not appear to be greatly damaged 
and proceeded. Brakeman Towle was 
badly fnjured and may die. The body 
removed was that of an unknown man 
The man was part- 
ly dressed and looked to be a laborer. 
Harry Van Note, conductor of the Cen. 
tral train, was injured, but not seriously. 
Engineer Lippincott, of the Central 
train, stuck to his post. His fireman 
jumped and is said to have beén injured. 
Two hundred feet of roof over. the depot 
platform fell and has not yet been raised. 
No attempt has been made to explore it. 
A woman who made her escape from the4 
platform Says several persons were buried 
under the falling timbers, but the frail- 
road men on the scene insist that there

TORPEDO BOAT MANEUVERS. 


Flotilla. Under Higginson Executes 

an Attack. 
‘Rockport,’ Mass., August 19.—The tor- 
pedo flotilla which today was attached 
to the fleet commanded by Rear Admiral 
Higginson executed meneuvérs tonight 
which somewhat resembled an attack un- 
der cover of darkness. The fleet did not 
pHt.eut. its anchor lights at dark and the 
vésséls were scarcely discernible from 
shore all evening. It was supposed that 
the fleet was making ready to sail, for an 
incoming craft reported that the funnels 
of the vessel were belching forth smoke 
as if fires were belng raked up to quick 
steaming heat. The torpedo boats which 
had proceeded squthward for about 4 
miles during the afternoon and anchored 
off the Gloucester shore also were lost to 
view at dark. 

Just after 10 o’clock tonight observers 
on shore saw a rocket go up far out to 
sea. Then another went off to the north- 
ward and quickly others went up, seem- 
‘ingly from vessels salling on an arc. The 
instant the first rocket was seen all the 
searchlights of the fleet were turned on, 
and as if by. magic the vessels were 
ablaze with lights where an instant be- 
fore they were in darkness. The rocket 
display lasted twenty minutes and it 
could, be seé@n that the incoming craft 
were converging as they neared shoré. 
At midnight the torpedo flotilla came up 
dinto- the bay and anchored near the flag- 
ship Kearsarge. Signaling continued for 
s0me time among the vessels of ‘the fleet 
and the searchlights were used for some 
minutes. After the torpedo boats an- 
chored the fleet resumed its normal night 
appearance,

COTTON HAS A WIDE RANGE 


In Some Counties It Is Excellent, in 
Others a Failure. 


THE TOP CROP WILL BE 


POOR 


In Counties Where Dry Weather Pre- 
vails All Crops Are in a Critical 
Condition—Official Bulletin. - 


The weekly weather and crops bulletin, 
issued by Section Director Marbury, shows 
the crops throughout Georgia to be in a 
rather peculiar condition. In some sec- 
tions, where rain has been frequent and 
plentiful the cotton crop is excellent and 
in the drought districts it is almost a 
complete failure. In the counties where 
the rain has been insufficient the crops 
are in a critical condition. 


The report in full follows: 
The rainfall of the week, like that of the 
preceding week, was unevenly distributed. 
Light showers occurred in a majority of the 
counties, and heavy rains fell in some of the 
middle and southern sections, causing damage 
io crops in a few instances. Drought cun- 
tinues In many counties, where the precipi- 
tation for the week was insufficient. The 
general condition of crops in the dry districts 
remains critical. Cotton is variable, ranging 
from excellent to almost a complete failure. 
Rush and premature opening continue, and 
plants are turning yellow in some ae

LIGHTS OUT AS

STRIKERS WORKED UP 
AT SIGHT OF SOLDIERS 


General Gobin Will Pitch His Tent 
Half Way Between Lansferd, 
Tamaqua and the Camp of 
the Strikers—dituation 
Is Quiet. 


Lansford, Pa., August 19.—With al}, 
lights out the train bearing General Go- 
bin and his staff and the First dattalion , 
of the Twelfth regiment, under Major 
Gearhart, from Shenandoah, steamed 
quietly into this town about half an 
hour before daybreak this morning. 

After a consultation lasting about ten 
minutes between Gobin and Superintend- 
ant Baird Snyder, of the Lehfgh Coal 
and Navigation Company, with regard to 
a suitable location for a company, the 
battalion disembarked and in afew min- 
utes were marching to the baseball park 
situated on the western edge of. town. 

The strikers were worked up to such a 
high pitch of excitement last night over 
the shooting of Sharp, who is oné of the 
leaders, that it was feared an outbreak 
would occur this morning, and it was: 
thought better to have the soldiers near 
at hand. 

During the day it is the intention to 
transfer the battalion to Manila park, 
about midway ‘between Lansford and 
Tamaqua, and strike camp. The people 
of Lansford received a great surprise 
when they awoke this morning and found 
a battalion of soldjers in their midst. 
The soldiers came at the request of the 
sheriff of Carbon county. Contrary to ex- 
pectations. no attempt was made by the 
strikers to mrarch to Nesquehoning and 
no demonstration of any kind was made 
here or at Nesquehoning.

St. Paul, August 19.—This morning the 
Trans-Mississippi Commercial congress 
was called to order by President J. H.

130 CHINESE SAILORS 
eae BLOWN TO ATOMS 


The Navy Department Receives Re- 
port of the Effort Made by the 
Helena Off Nanking To 
Save Crew of Chi- 
nese Ship. 


Washington, August 19.—The navy de- 
partment has recejved information con- 
cerning the explcsion which completely 
wrecked the Chinese cruiser Kai Chih on 
June 22 last, while the ship was lying at 
her station off Nanking. The explosion 
occured at 12:35 p. m. 

--The vessel] was blown to pieces and all 
of the officers and men, about 130, were 
lost, with the exception of a seaman 
who wes nicked up slightly wounded. 
The jar of the explosion was felt on board 
the United States ship Helena, which was 
lying about half a mile distant from the 


_ unfortunate craft. 


The report was described as a sharp, 
tearing sound, resembling a gun fired 
with smokeless powder close by and 
afterwards, it is stated, an. immense 
column of smoke rose to a great height, 
the air being filled with broken and burn- 
ing fragments of the ship, as well as 
shells and scraps of metal. The force of 
the explosion threw most of the pro- 
jectiles in an opposite direction from the 
Helena and no injury was caused that 
vessel by falling fragments. 

In less than two minutes after the ex- 


- plosion six boats from the Helena, under 


the personal direction of Commander R. 
R. Ingersoll, were skimming toward the 
wreck. A heavy pall of smoke settled 
cover the spot where the cruiser had been 
and when it cleared away the bow of the 
Kia Chih was seen sticking up in the air. 

The surface of the river was covered 
for many acres with splinters of wood 
work, but there was no sign of life. The 


“cause of the explosion could not be ascer- 


tained definitely, but it was believed that 
either the careless handling of ammu- 
nition or the want of care in using lights 
in or near the magazine was accountable 
for it. The Kai Chih was a 2,100 ton 
cruiser, 260 by 36 feet and was built in 
1882. ¢ 


STATE ACCOUNTS SETTLED. 


Auditor of War Department Gives 
His Figures. 

Washington, August 19.—The annval re- 
port of the auditor for the war depart- 
ment shows that the amounts allowed the 
several states on account of the war with 
Spain, aggregated $4,057585. Other ac- 
counts settled during the year are given 
as follows: 

“Quartermaster, $54,507,699; engineers, 
$90,049,518: subsistence, $10,714,993; signal 
service, $560,637: paymasters, $59,792.474. 

The repcert of deposits by enlisted men 
‘of the army under provisions of the act 
of May 15, 1872, shows that 70,609 were 
made, amounting to $1,776,881, and that 
47,216 deposits were withdrawn, amount- 
ing to $1,176,028, upon which the deposit- 
crs received interest amounting to $34,087. 

During the year the sum of $536,045 was 
placed to the credit of the permanent 
fund of the national soldiers’ home, unm 
der the act of March 3, 1883, being the 
amount retained from pay of enlisted 
men of the United States army on ac 
count of 121-2 cent fund, fines by gen- 
eral courtmartial and amounts due from 
deserters at large and dishonorably dis- 
charged soldiers. There was withdrawn 
from this fund during the year for cur- 
rent expenses the sum of $236,000, and 
the amount paid the treasurer of the 
home on account of interest on the funds 
was $87,661 


NO CLAIM LAID TO ISLANDS. 


Japanese Minister Talks of the Atti- 
tude of His Government. 

Washington. August 19.—The Japanese 
minister, Mr. Takahira, who is in the city 
for a few days, coming back from his 
summer place, said today when asked as 
to the attitude of the Japanese govern- 
ment in regard to the Midway isiands 
and Wake islands, about whch so much 
has been written latelythat the 
Japanese had no _ 0»ntention to claim 
sovereignty over the islands, , and that 
when the United States government mads 
certain representations in relation to Mid- 
way sland in January, 1901, the Japanese 
government at once officially declared to 


r. Takahira further said that if the 
United States government would send a 
War vessel to the islands as reported in 
newspapers, Japan would expect only 
that due protection should be given to 
Japanese subjects who may be found 
there as long as they are engaged in 
peaceful occupation.

General Velutini Evacuated Monday 
Night and Withdrew to Island 
; of Margarita. 


Willemstad,Island of Curacao,August 19. 
News has just reached here that the sea- 
port of Cumana, in the state of Bermudez, 
Venezuela, was occupied at noon today 
by the Venezuelan revolutionists without 
the firing of a single shot, 

The government forces, commanded by 
Geperal Velutini, and the local authori- 
ties of Cumana evacuated that town lasc 
night. They withdrew to the island of 
Margarita, 40 miles north of Cumana, on 
board the steamer Ossun. 

A report is current here that a num- 
ber of British war vessels, under the 
command of an admiral, will visit La- 
Guayra, Venezuela, in a few days. No 
reasons for the presence of the war ships 
in question at LaGuayra can be obtained, 
and the rep§grt is causing considerable 
speculation. 

Cumana, which is about 200 miles east 
of La&Guyra, was occupied for a shotr 
time by the Venezuelan revolutionists fast 
May. Upon this occasion also the govern- 
ment forces left the town without offer- 
ing resistance. Cumana is about 50 miles 
east of Barcelona, which was captured 
by the revolutionists the early part of 
this month. The revolutionists now hold 
the custom ports of Ciudad, Bolivar, Gual- 
ra. Cano Colorado, LaVela de Coro, Caru- 
pano, Barcelona and Cumana. 


THE SHAH AT MUSIC HALL. 


Persian Ruler Is Shown the Ballet 


in London. 

London, August 19.—The shah of Persia, 
who reached London yesterday, as the 
guest of King Edward, was entertained 


tonight at the Empire music hall. He 
went to the hall in a carriage, accom- 
panied by the prince of Wales and es- 
corted by a detachment of the household 
cavalry. The shah was received with 
loud cheers when he entered the build- 
ing, and he apparently enjoyed the ballet, 
the animated pictures and the other at- 
tractions offered. , 

Today the shah gave a reception te the 
members of the cabinet and the foreign 
diplomats in London, and this afternogn 
he took a long drive. 


ACTION IS LEFT TO CHAFFEE. 


War Office Will Not ake Initiative 
in Mindanao. 

Manila, August 19.—There have been 
no developments today in the Moro situa- 
tion on the {sland of Mindanao. General 
Chaffee was expected to reach Cebu on 
the army transport Ingall8 this morn- 
ing, but the vessel’s arrival at that port 


has not yet been reported. It is possible 
that General Chaffee has decided to 
shorten his trip to the southern islands 
and return to Manila direct. 


An order received from the war depart- 
ment at Washington, leaving action in 
the Moro situation to General Chaffee’s 
discretion, has been transmitted to him 
in the south,’ but has probably not yet 
reached him. 

It Is believed here that General Chaffee 
the American forces on 
Mindanao and issue an ultimatum to the 
hostile Moros. There are at present 27,000 
troops in the Philippine islands, a goodly 
portion of which could be spared for ac- 
tive service. 

Captain John J. Pershimg, of the Fif- 
teenth cavalry, who is in command of 
the American column at Lanao, Minda- 
nao, has reported a fierce Moro inter- 
tribal fight near Camp Vickers, Mindanao. 
The contending factions met at Web- 
ding. Thirty-five. men were killed out- 
right and many others were wounded. 
No Americans were concerned in the 
trouble. 


FREE TEACHERS ASKED FOR. 


Figures Show Few Catholic Students 


at Washington. 

Rome, Avgust 19.—The church authori- 
ties have received information that 4,085 
Catholic students are attending secular 
universities in the United. States, five 
hundred of whom are at the University of 
Pennsylvania, while the Catholic uni- 
versity at Washington has only one hun- 
dred students. 

It is believed here that this discrepancy 
is due to the fact that the Cathalic un- 
yersity at Washington undertook instruc- 
tion in other branches of education in 
addition to theology. The representative 


here of the Associated Press is authori- 


tatively informed that the church knows 
no remedy for this lack of religious teach- 
ing of Catholic students attending secular 
universities in the United States, ex- 
cept through the efforts of the bishops 
to induce the governing bodies of these

Emperor William Eulogizes His 
Mother at Statue’s Base. 

Homburg, August 19.—A statue in honor 
of the late empress Frederick was un- 
veiled here today with considerable cere- 
mony in the presence of the emperor and 
empress, the crown prince, Frederick Wil- 
liam, other members of the royal family, 
the United States ambassador, A. D. 
White and the other ambassadors, the 
civil and military authorities and deputa- 
tions from the regiments of which the 
late empress was honorary colonel.

Panama, -Co'*n, August 19.—The British 
cruiser Phaeton left:here hurriedly yester- 
day, and it was believed that she sailed 
for Buena Ventura, Inquiries made by 
the correspondent of the Associated Press 
regarding the war ship's sailing show that 
serious international] complications may 
arise at Buena Ventura, where the Colom- 
bian authorities have been endeavoring 
to compel the agents of the British steam- 
er Ecuador. owned by the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Company of Liverpool, to 
transport troops to the isthmus. It was 
at the request of the Pacific Navigation 
Company that the Phaeton left Panama 


for Buena Ventura. 

The agents of the line refused to em- 
bark the troops and appealed to the 
company’s representatives here, who in 
turn placed the matter before the British 
consul, with the result that the Phaeton 
was sent to Buena Ventura to protect 
British interests. 

The action of the Pacific Steam Naviga- 
tion Company in refusing to transport the 
troops has caused indignation in Coiom- 
bian government circles. A high officia & 
who was interviewed on the subject said 
a contract was made by the government 
in 1879: with the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company,by which the government grant- 
ed many liberal concessions to the com- 
pany, such as exemption from taxes im- 
resed by the national government, impor- 
tation free of duty of coal necessary for 
the company use. The Colombian govern- 
ment, he added, bas, since the contract 
was signed, paid the Pacific Navigation 
Company over $20,000 in subsidies in consid- 
eration of which the company has done 
nothing but transport Colombian civil 
and military employees, prisoners, mails 
afid soldiers at special rates, There js.00 
clause in the contract, it was further as- 
serted, providing that during an outbreak 
the obligation of the company to trans- 
port the troops ceased to be effective. 

In conclusion the ‘igh officials of the 
Colombian governme:it referred to said 


that the present refusal of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company to transport 
Colombian troops here may be sustained 
by the presence of a British waz ship at 
Buena Ventura, but neverth@@ss it is 
clear violation of the contract between 
the Colombian. government and the steam- 
ship company, made in good faith by the 
government, which has faithfully adhered 
to its agreements. 

In government circles it is claimed thaf 
the non-arrival of the reinforcements of 
troops from Buena Ventura will prolong 
the revolution on the isthmus and cause 
unnecessary bloodshed, and that conse- 
quently the government officials of Colom- 


bia have ground to claim damages from |; 


the Pacific Steam Navigation Company. 
There is no doubt that the government 
will bring suit against the company. An 
eminent lawyer has already left Panama 
for Bogota, the capital, to present and 
sustain the government’s claim, which, 
according to the terms of the contract, 
must be decided by the Colombian courts. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRE RAGING. 


British Columbia Forest Is Scourged 
by Flames. 

Ymir, B. C., August 19.—One of the 
most disastrous fires which has ever oc- 
curred in west Kootenay is raging about 
Ymir. Many square miles of timber have 
been burned and a number of mine build- 
ings wiped ou. Wagon roads and bridges 
have been destroyed. From the cyanide 
works of the Ymir company to the Fog- 
horn mine, a distance of 5 miles, every 
building has been destroyed. 

The cyanide plant was saved by hercu- 
lean efforts of employees, who dug holes 
in which they immersed themselves in 
water up to their necks while they 
handled the hose in short shifts. The 
buildings of the Wilcox and Black Rock 
mines were obliterated. At the former 
mine the men took refuge in the tunnels, 
into which the wind ‘blew the flames, 
which ignited the timbers. With a meager 
supply of water handled in tin cups the 
men kept the fire from spreading until 
danger was passed.

“The joint committee on finance and 
lights, to whom was referred the peti- 
tion of the North and South Macon Street 
Railway Company in reference to bids 
for lighting the city at the expiration of 
the present contract, beg to submit the 
following 1eport: 

“The present contract expires Novem- 
ber 29, 1903, but for the purpose of allow- 
ing ample time for the erection of other 
plants, that the city may enjoy the 
benefits of the competitive bids 
for lghting, the committee recom- 
mends thet, beginning with Septem- 
ber 1, notice be published that sealed 
bids for lighting the city of Macon will 
be received up to noon of November l, 
1902. 

‘The committee also recommends that 
the term of the contract when awarded 
shall not exceed five years; that such 
contiact shall contain a scale of maxi- 
mum prices for domestic lighting, and | 
that these conditions be embraced in the 
published notice calling bids.’’

Road Master Stevers Is. Killed 
- and Porler Fatally Wounded 


Wegroes Assault Conductor Who 
_ Borced Them To Leave White 
“. Coach, and Men Who Went 

» . to His Rescue Are Shot. 


. Murderer Escapes. 


Raleigh, N.«C., August 19.—Road Master 
Fred Stevers, of Stevers, Va., was shot 
and killed and.Jim Mitchell, a negro por- 
ter, was dangerously wounded in a fight 
with disorderly negroes on a southbound 
Seaboard Air Line train near Middleburg 
this afternoon. 

The negroes had taken seats in the 
coach reserved for whites. 
Clements ordered them to the coach for 
negroes. The negroes protested but 
obeyed the order. When in the “Jim 
Crow’’ coach one of the negroes named 
Joe Cole struck at the conductor. Road 
Master Stevers came to the conductor’s— 
rescue. The negro pulled a pistol and 
Stevers clasped him around the body, 
but the negro twisted his arm around 
and getting the pistol against Stevers’ 
head shot him, Stevers falling dead on 
the coach floor. 

Mitchell, the , Dorter, rushed toward 
Cole as he pointed the pistol at Conduc- 
tor Clements and was shot in the abdo- 
men. 

Passengers captured the participants 
and two jumped from the train, escaping 
to the woods. Bloodhounds have been 
e6ent from Weldon to chase them down. 

The dead body of Stevers was put off 
at Sanderson and Jim Mitchell, the negro 
porter, was brought to Raleigh, where 
an operation was performed_on him to- 
night. The physicians fear he will die. 

Requests for the use of the military 
have been made, though a telegram just 
received says aj! is quiet. 


GIANT TRUST IS PROPOSED. 


Outside Distilleries in Middle West 
To-Combine. 

Loufsville, Ky., August 19—A plan is 
now on foot to form a combination of 
outside distilleries in Kentucky and the 
outside spirit distillers in Ohio, Illinois 
and Indiana, the proper combination be- 
dng a revival of the so-called ‘“‘Greenbaum 
plan” which was stopped in its infancy 
three years ago by the formation of the 
present combination known as the Dis- 
tilling Company of America. 

The plan which has been quietly dis- 
cussed has not yet taken definite form, 
but it is proposed to interest in the 
scheme the leading jobbing houses of 
the country and to interest permanently 
all the distillers whose plants are bought 
by fncluding in the deal the agreement 
to have the goods manufactured in their 
old locations under their old brande, 
thereby making them customers of the 
new company, affording an outlet for 
the goods manufactured and leaving the 
brands and output in the hands of the 
original owners. 

It is claimed that the outside distil- 
Ieries of Kentucky would have combined 
output capacity above equal to that of 
the trust, and that the outaide spirit 
distilleries would have a combined output 
greatly in excess of the trust. 

It is further asserted that a new com- 
pany is being formed to make big prices 
for outside properties and yet have a 
capitalization much less than the bonded 
indebtedness of $16,000,000 which the Dis- 
tilling Company of America has just un- 
derwritten. 


TRAFFIC MANAGERS TO MEET. 


To Decide Upon Cotton Rate for Com- 
ing Season. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Traffic managers of all cotton-car- 
rying railroads in the south will meet to- 
morrow at Lookout Inn to decide upon 
rates for carrying cotton the coming sea- 
son.

Charlotte, N. C., August 19.—(Special.)— 
A sensation was created here today when 
evidence developed to show that a 
fatality presumed to be a distressing ac- 
ident, is a double crime—arson and 
murder. 

Two weeks ago the home of W. M. 
Difly, a prominent farmer of Craborchard 
township, was destroyed by fire and Duly 
himself perished in the flames. The fire 
was attributed to an accident. 

Today three negroes, Lester Miller, 
Will Hilton and Will Simpson were ar- 
rested and jailed on suspicion of being 
implicated in the horrible crime. 

Threats of lIvnching were freely in- 
dulged in in the country, and the negroes 
were brought here and locked up. They 
will have a hearing Tuesday. 

Carpenter Falls Forty Feet. 

J. Wilson Stansil, a well to do carpenter 
while at. work upon a scaffold, near the 
top of the Floral building at the Meck- 
lenburg fair grounds, missed his footing 
and fell 40 feet to the ground, sustaining 
injuries which may cause his death. That 
the man was not instantly killed is little 
short of a miracle, and doubt'tess he 
would have been but for the fact that a 
projecting timber broke the force of his 
fall.

Chandler’s Wail. 
Former Senator Chandler emerges 
from the solitude to which the repub- 
lican party of New Hampshire rele- 


gated him and prints a communication 
nearly two columns in length in The 


New York Sun. 
The burden of his song is, of course, 
the suppression of the negro vote. 


That is the night mare which haunts 
him now as it has for years. 


He cries 
aloud to the people of the north that 
they must unite in seeing that the re- 
publican party remains in control of 


congress and the government for years 


to come in order that the wicked peo- 
ple of the south may be rebuked for 


their alleged treatment of the negroes. 


In the course of his long screed Mr. 
Chandler makes such declarations as 
this: 

Until recently attempts have been made 
to lead the world to believe that these 
frequent lynchings of colored people were 
confined to cases where women were as- 
saulted, and punishment by mob-murder 
in every such case is declared by prom- 
inent citizens to be justifiable in order to 
save the woman from the necessity of 
testifying in open court. But of late the 
colored men have been lynched for all 
kinds of other offenses, large and small. 
LYnchings are on the increase and have 
become so frequent as to make true the 
general proposition that in the United 
States colored persons when accused of 
crime are not arrested, indicted, tried by 
jury acording to prescribed forms and 
when convicted punished by the regular 
officers of the law, but they are seized 
and put to death by lynch law and mob 
violence. 

No matter how great his anxiety to 
attract attention to himseJjf in exile, 
Mr. Chandler cannot hope to get sensi- 
ble people to seriously consider any 
“argument” based on such  wilfull 
misstatements as these. The world is 
moving on and the American people 
have no time to listen to such arrant 


nonsense. 
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A Valuable Suggestion. 

A suggestion that has just been 
formally presented to the officials of 
the Philippine government by Father 
McKinnon, a priest connected with the 
school system at Manila, should meet 
with the hearty approval of the Wash- 
ington authorities, asit doubtless does 
that of all Americans in the islands 
honestly interested in promoting per- 
manent peace and that better under- 
standing between the two peoples, 

without which American government 
will. be a failure. 

Father McKinnon has recommended 
that fous hundred young native priests 
be sent tc this country for a year’s ed- 
ucation in American seminaries as a 
part of their training for the important 
work they have to perform among 
their people. Father McKinnon, who 
first went to Manila as chaplain of a 
California regiment of volunteers, has 
devoted much time to studying condi- 
tions throughout the _ archipelago. 
Like every other man who has sought 
to solve the problem of bringing about 
a better understanding between the 
Filipinos and this government, he sees 
the necessity of supplanting the Span- 
ish clergy with Filipino priests. This 
is the one great desire of the people— 
a desire upon which they are absolute- 


should be granted, and no other men 
could possibly do so much good in pro- 
moting good will and friendship to- 
ward American rule as can be done by 
the native clergy. Given a year in this 
country, these young men could not 
fail to be impressed with the benefits 
to be derived by the acceptance of 
American ideals and ideas. Their 
contact with ‘the American clergy 
would be of lasting benefit to them 
individually and, through them, to 
their country. 

Some way should be found to ac- 
complish this end. It is of the high- 
est importance that the friars of the 
monastic orders, who are so cordially 
hated by the people. should be sup- 
planted in the interest of peace; it is 
equally important that the places of 
the Spanish priests should be taken, if 
not by American priests, at least by 
Filipinos who have become imbued 
with the broad spirit of the American 
priesthood. There ought to be little 
difficulty in meeting the expense of 
the education of these young Filipinos. 
If the insular government cannot bear 
the entire burden, the necessary. 
money can doubtless be raised in this 
country. 
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Is It Castro’s Finish? 

The success of the Venezuelan revo- 
lutionists in getting control of the 
important coast cities seems to fore- 
shadow the early fall of the Castro 
government. 

President Castro is a good represen- 
tative of the strenuous executives who 
come to the front in these Latin-Amer- 
ican republics of Central and South 
America by the revolution route. He 
is a soldier and a good deal of a man. 
When he went into the revolution 
against the Andrade government a few 
years ago, it was with the understand- 
ing that he was to take a secondary 
place in the new government. He 
agreed to this. His field of operations 
were in the southern part of the coun- 
try, where he swept all before him. 
Then he marched toward the capital. 
His army grew. The first thing the 
other revolutionary leaders knew Cas- 
tro was at the gates of Caracas. They 
protested that he must not forget his 
agreement; he assured them he 
wouldn’t, but when he got hold of tne 
capitol at Caracas it was to announce 
himself as dictator. 

His presidency was later approved 
by formal ballot, after the usual way 
of doing things in those republics. 
Things went smoothly for a while, but 
a depleted treasury has been his undo- 
ing. The army and its generals were 
all right so long as his strong box had 
something with which to pay them, 
but their enthusiasm over Castro, their 
former idol, diminished as the ghost- 
walks became less frequent. Now the 
outs have combined against. him and 
the indications are that somebpdy 
else will be “it” for a while. None of 
them last long. 

Until the end comes it will be well 
for American readers to refrain from 
confusing this revolution with the lit- 
tle affairs in Haiti and Colombia. Ven- 
ezuela is of importance. 
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Edward's coronation choir, in- 
dubitably authenticated, is about to land 
in New York to tour Hamerica. Well, 
well: to think we benighted republicans 
are to be given this gracious privilege of 
feeling real, rapturous, royalistic thrills!

AN INCREASE OF $627,694 


HE increase in Fulton county’s tax 
“[ aices for the year 1902 is $627,694. 
The digest for 1901 gave the taxable 
property in Fulton county at $52,406,355. 
This year the total amount is $53,034,579. 

While at first glance Fulton’s increase 
appears to be large, in point of fact the 
figures do not come up to expectations 
and the returns for the entire county are 
less than the assessed value of the city 
property, according to the estimate cf 
Captain “Tip’’ Harrison. 

Two other counties; Muscogee and Hall, 
show increases considerably in excess of 
Fulton. Muscogee’s increase is $1,573,200, or 
$945,206 more than Fulton; while Hall 
county’s increase of $871,000 is over a 
third more than Fulton’s. 

Various causes are assigned for Ful- 
ton’s failure to show up better. Among 
other things it is pointeq out that the 
property of the Bell Telephone Company 
and the electric light plant, which aggre- 
gate in the neighborhood of $600,000, are 
no longer returnable to the county. 

Chatham county’s decrease of $442,301 1s 
the largest of any county in the state. 
This is accounted for by the fact of re- 


duced assessments in many instances.

Comenting on the miniature cyclone 
that swept through Atlanta yesterday, 
Charles C. Thorn, a well-known insurance 
man, had the following suggestion to 
make, which will no doubt appeal to 
all, property owners especially. He said: 

‘“T have a suggestion to make that 
perhaps may be of value. Everybody 
knows what great advantage is derived 
by our common country and its citizens 
from: the information disseminated by 
the great weather bureau system of our 
government. It is of inestimable value 
to’ many industries, agriculture, com- 
merce, etc. I was in the fourteenth 
story of the Empire building this after- 
noon and my attention was called to the 
approaching wind storm at least ten 
minutes before it reached the city. The 
entire atmosphere severa] miles to the 


northwest of the city was filled with fly- 
ing dust and debris, and the storm was 
plainly visible for many miles. 

‘“‘Many minutes elapsed before the ‘fury 
of the storm burst upon the city, tear- 
ing down awnings, smashing plate glass, 
tearing down signs and creating the gen- 
eral havoc that usually follows wind 


|. Storms and greatly jeopardizing life and 


limb. Of course the weather bureau 
knew of the approaching storm ten, per- 
minutes before it reached 
the city. I was wondering if some sys- 
tem could not be inaugurated between 
the weather bureau and the telephone 
exchange of our city by which first the 


bureau could notify the telephone office, . 


and then the telephone exchange could 
in a wholesale way, by some system, 
notify every merchant in the business 
center of the city of the impending 
danger, so that awnings, so dangerous 
to life in a wind storm, could be put out 
of reach of the fury of the gale. 

‘Wind storms seem to follow a heated 
term, and the city of Atlanta has re- 
cently been visited by - several. Each 
time great destruction of plate glass, 
awnings and signs followed, not to speak 
of the hazard to human life. Let some 
enterprising, thoughtful attache of our 
telephone exchange and the weather bu- 
reau put their heads together, and, with- 
out much trouble or expense, devise a 
system that by the ring of a bell or the 
touch of a telephone button every mer- 
chant in the city could be notified at 
once, so that they would not be taken 
unawares. Inquiry will surprise you of 
the damage to property occasioned by the 
storm today, and I think the suggestion 
a good one.”’ 


An anecdote descriptive of a fine phase 
of the ‘late Colonel William A. Hemphill’s 
character was, strangely enough, related 
from the pulpit last Sunday night by Rev.

As he picked 
his way over the rough ground it was 
plain to see that his condition was seri- 
ous, and that the loss of blood had great- 
ly weakened him. But what attracted 

my attention most was the position of his 
hands, which were held upright over his 
head and contained a small object, which 
I could not make out for the smoke and 
dust of the battle. I was so interested 
that I followed the young man and ask- 
ed him why he held his hands. as he did, 
and what it was he carried. A wan smile 
lit up his face, and he sald: 

“‘Tt's a Bible that my mother gave 
me. It was in my pocket when I was 
hurt, and I took it out to keep it from 
getting bloody?’ 

‘That man,’ continued Mr. Cleveland, 
“was William A. Hemphill, of Atlanta, 
then a gunner in the confederate army. 

As stated, Colonel Hemphill died short- 
ly after the anecdote had been related.

TCREMATORY SAID 
TO BE: NUISANCE 


Injunction Suit Filed Against the 
Lester Crematory Co. 


SAYS CITY SEWERS ARE USED 


Rev. A. C. Ward and Others File 
Papers—Revival of Old Fight 
on the Crematory—Case Set 
for Hearing on Sep- 
tember 6. 


Rev. A, C. Ward, pastor of Temple 
Baptist church, and others filed a suit 
against the Lester Crematory Company 
yesterday, in which it is alleged that the 
crematory is a nuisance; that some of 
the garbage sent there for cremation is 
not cremated, but is pumped away into 
the city’s sewers, and that some garbage 
intended for the crematory is dumped at 
various points within the city. 

This injunction is a revival of the fight 
that was made against the crematory be- 
fore it was burned, and comes before 
the court in the nature of an amendment 
to the original injunction suit which was 
filed by the same petitioners against the 
old crematory, and which was dismissed 
by Judge Lumpkin on the ground that 
the new plant would meet the demands. 

The injunction is filed by Attorneys 8. 
C. Tapp and T. W. & L. C. Rucker and 
alleges that the plant js insufficient to 
carry out ‘ts contract with the city; 
“that the garbage of the city of Atlanta 
carried to said crematory from day to day 
is not cremated, but said garbage, by a 
system of piping, is carried from the 
place into which it is dumped into pipes 
connected thereto, and thence carried 
into the sewers of the city, and, subse- 
quently, into the main trunk sewer 
which comes to the surface near. Lam- 
bert street.’’. 

It is further alleged that much of the 
garbage is dumped within the city limitg 
at the corner of Lambert and Thurmond 
streets, on the Brotherton property; on 
Greensferry road near Spelman univer- 
sity; on Dairy street near Venable, and 
at a point near the junction of Orme and 
Mills streets. 

It is further claimed that the poisonous 
gases and vapors that escape from the 
crematory make living in the vicinity al- 
most an impossibility, and that valuation 
of property ih the neighborhood has de- 
creased on account of the nuisance. 

The case is set for hearing before Judge 
J. H. Lumpkin at 9 o’clock on the morn. 
ing of September 6.

OPPOSE CHANGE 


Superintendent Thinks Qut- 
side Consumers Pay Fair 
Prices for City Water. 


HE PREPARES MINORITY 


REPORT TO CITY COUNCIL 


Through an Error His Name Was 


Appendéd to Report of Commit- 
tee Which Made Him Ap- 
pear as Favoring Charg- 
ing a Triple Rate. 


There will be another, and rather unex- 
pected, minority report made to the re- 
port of the special committee of council 
and the board of water commissioners, 
which recommends that consumers of 
water outside the city be charged a triple 
rate. This new minority report will come 
from Colone] Park Woodward, superin- 
tendent of the water works department, 
who is also a member of the committee. 

Colonel Woodward is in favor of allow- 
ing the present rate—double that charged 
city consumers—to remain as it is. He 
fears that to increase this would be in- 
strumental in driving away,many con- 
Ssumers who annually pay into the city 
treasury large sums of money. He con- 
siders that the city is now well paid for its 
water and believes an increased rate 
woulq make it prohibitory to a number 
of people. 

They Pay for Pipe. 

The superintendent says further that 
consumers of city water without the cor- 
porate limits are now required to pay 
the entire expense of laying mains and 
making connections, while city consumers 
are not put to this added expense. He 
agrees that a charge should be made for 
fire service outside of town and that the 


city should be reimbursed for all expenses 


incurred by the fire qdepartment in making 
runs outside the city limits. 

Colonel Woodward has prepared a mi- 
nority report to the committee’s report 
and this will be filed with the city clerk 
to be read at the meeting of council to- 
morrow afternoon. By an error, it seems, 
Mr. Woodward's name was appended to 
the report prepared by the committee and 
he was made to appear as favoring a 
triple rate. He was not present Monday 
morning when the report was framed and 
his name was added on the belief that he 
was in favor of the change. In order to 
correct this misunderstanding he decided 
to submit a minority report. ; 

Councilman James L. Key, of the sixth 
ward, wil]’ submit the other minority re- 
port. He is in favor of making the rate to 
outside consumers four times the regular 
city rate. The matter is expected to pre- 
cipitate a lively discussion in council 
when it is brought up for consideration. 

Colonel Woodward’s Report. 

Colonel Woodward's minority report is 


as follows: 

Hon. Mayor and General Council, City. of 
Atlanta.—Gentlemen: In the matter of charges 
for water service outside the city, 1 respect- 
fully recommend that the rate remain the 
6ame as it is now; that is, double the rate 
charged inside the city. 

My reasons for differing with the majority 
of the committee on this question is from 
the fact that there are a great many small 
corsumers of water who will be unable to 
pay more than the double raic, ond will be 
compelled to cease using city water. And 
acain, those who use city weter to any ex- 
tent will so reduce their supply as to cut 
down the revenue to perhaps less than we are 
now receiving. 

The double rate is so much in excess of 
the cost of pumpage, and the profit is so large, 
that I think the city is well paid for it as 
it now stands; and an increase in the rate 
would make it prohibitory to a great many, 
and thus materially lessen the revenue now 


receivei instead of increasing it. 

And for the further reason that the peopl: 
outside the city have paid the entire expense 
of laying the water pipes and making con- 
nections. When raid pipe was laid it was 
tacitly understood that the rate charged for 
water should be double that charged in the 
city. and, to my mind, would create’an im- 
plied contract, and I do not think it right for 
the city to take advantage of her situa- 
tion and force a. increase in rate 
simply because shé has the power 
to do so. I do not think they would 
have laid this pipe or gone to that expense 
if they had known the rate was going to be 
raised on them. The revenue derived from 
this pipe is a great deal in excess of the 
double rate now charged. 

I agree with the committee that a charge 
should be made for fire service outside the 
city Hmits, and it costs the fire department 
considerable money every run they make, and 
the city should be reimbursed for such expense, 
as they pay no taxes to the city to help pay 
the expense of keeping up the fire. depart- 
ment.

WIND BLEW AT HIGH RATE 


Velocity Recorded at Weather Bu- 
reau, 52 Miles. 


CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE DONE 


Storm Raised a Cloud of Dust and 
Caused Temperature To Drop 


\ 22 Degrees. ' 


Atlanta experienced a very lively wing 
storm yesterday afternoon. The wind 
rose very suddenly, and began blowing 
at such a high rate that the progress of 
pedestrians was much impeded and peo- 
ple had great difficulty in holding on their 
hats. The wind reached the high maxi- 
mum velocity of 52 miles an hofir. 

The storm came up about 2 o’cinck. 
Without further warning than the ap- 
pearance of heavy clouds toward the 
north and west, the wind burst upon the 
city, raising the dust to such a degree 
as to almost stifle people. Limbs and 
fruit were torn from trees. In tne busi- 
ness portion of the city it was found nec- 
essary to close the doors of all stores to 
keep the dust from damaging the goods. 
The storm continued about thirty minutes 
and then subsided. 

This is the second time within the past 
month that Atlanta has been visited by 
wind storms. The last time the storm 
caused the temperature to drop 20 degrees, 
but yesterday the temperature Gropped 22 
degrees. 

For awhile vesterday afternoon Atlan- 
tans hoped that a heavy rain would fall, 
but they were disappointed—only .01 inch 
fell. In the section between Ponce de 
Leon springs and the Hemphill pumping 
station ther2 were fine rains, but the 
central portion of the city was passed 
over with a mere sprinkle. : 

The mornings now are pleasant, and 
during the nights light covering is not 
uncomtortabie. Last night was a fine 
night for sleeping ~-nd nobody was over- 
heated.

OPPOSED TO HIDE STORES. 


Councilman Glass’ Proposes To Put 
the Business Out of the 
City Limits. 

At the adjourned session of the city 
council tomorrow’ afternoon Councilman 
Glass, of the fifth ward, will introduce an 
ordinance seeking to prohibit the run- 
ning of ‘‘green hide’’ stores within the 
city limits. Mr. Glass thinks the odors 
from such places of business justify the 
proposed ordinance. The paper will be 
referred to the ordinance committee ac- 


_cording to usual custom. 


The proposed ordinance is as follows: 

“An ordinance prohibiting the han- 
dling, storing, keeping for sale or other- 
wise operating a store for the purchase 
and sale of ‘green hides’ within the city 
limits. 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta as 
follows: 

“Section 1. It shall be unlawful to main- 
tain, keep or operate a store, place or 
business wherein or whereat ‘green 
hides’ are stored, or purchased or offered 
for sale or kept on hand, within the 
limits of the city of Atlanta. 

‘Sec. 2. That any person, firm or cor- 
poration violating section 1 of this ordi- 
nance shall, on conviction in the re- 
corder’s court, be fined by the recorder 
not exceeding $500, or imprisoned not, 
exceeding thirty days, one or both pen- 
alties to be inflicted in the discretion of 
the recorder.”’

PRISON GUARD 


Threatened To Draw Pistol 
on the Captors of 
Guy Shelton. 


INTERESTING CHASE AFTER 
FEDERAL PRISON ESCAPE 


Guards Were Materially Aided in 
Their Work by Trusty Convicts. 
‘ §$helton Will Pay Dearly 

for Short Freedom and 
Two Cigarettes. 


I am no more trouble, captain. 

These were the words of Guy Shel- 
ton, convict No. 251, as he threw up 
both hands and surrendered to the cocked 
revolver of Guard J. ©. Bryan, of the 
United States federal prison, at a trestle 
of the Southern railway near Connally’s 
Mills about midnight Monday night. 

After the capture, a negro threatened 
to pull a pistol on Guard Bryan who 
had the convict in charge and was him- 
self held up and disarmed. 

“TI heard the click of that gun,” ex- 
plained the escaped convict later, ‘‘and 
looking down between the ties of the 
trestle 1 saw the moonlight along the bar- 
rel of the revolver and knowing that 
something generally happens right soon 
after the click, I threw up my hands and 
knew that the game was up. Well, I had 
some nine hours of freedom, anyway, and 
best of all I had two cigarettes, and the 
way I1 enjoyed those two smokes was 
worth serving extra months for.’’ 

When Guard Bryan first called on the 
runaway to halt, the prisoner lifted a 
heavy stick in a threatening way, but 
just then prisoner No. 32, known as ‘‘Kid”’ 
Wilson, and Mallory Hawk, the 16-year- 
old son of the warden, closed in on the 
fugitive, and, as he explained afterwards, 
the click and the moonlight along the 
barre] of the guard’s gun did the rest. 

As soon as the capture-had been effect- 
ed, Guard Bryan. seized the prisoner by 
the waistband of his trousers with one 
hand and with his cocked revolver in the 
other marched him to the nearest point 
where a rope could be secured, when he 
was bound securely and driven to the 
prison in a team hired at Stockbridge. 

The story of the capture is an interest- 
ing one, as told by the successful prison 
Official and in his account he does not fail 
to give full and generous credit to ‘‘Kid’”’ 
Wilson, the trusty prisoner, and to Mal- 
lory Hawk. He, too, spoke very appre- 
ciatingly of the excellent service of the 
people living al] along the line of the 
flight of the fugitive and there probably 
were no less than a hundred and fifty 
Georgians guarding the highways and 
scouting the ways and recesses of the 


surrounding country with all kinds of guns }- 


in the aid of meeting the ends of justice 
and the hope of securing the $60 reward 
offered for the man’s capture by Warden 
Hawk. 


Work of the Trusties. 

quite the feature of the chase, which 
lasted some nine or ten hours, was the 
enthusiastic and efficient work performed 
by the ‘‘trusties,”” who get their name 
from being trusted prisoners of the insti- 
tution. Guard Bryan says too much 
credit cannot be given to No. 32, who was 
ready to seize the runaway at the time of 
apprehension, regardless of .all possible 
consequences. Samuel McKenzie, a half- 
breed Choctaw, Known as No. 330, was 
another who displayed his exceptional 
abilities as a runner and there were sev- 
eral others. : 

This is the penalty which Shelton must 
suffer for his nine hours of freedom and 
two cigarettes: From being a prisoner 
of the first grade, which grants all of. the 
privileges allowed in the institution, he 
has been reduced to the third grade, which 
allows no privileges, is deprived of chew- 
ing tobacco, must wear stripes, a ball and 
chain and leg irons and must shovel coal, 
and it will be the duty of the guard to see 
that he keeps busy at his new occupa- 
tion. In addition to this he has lost the 
time allowed for good conduct indefinitely 
and in the five years’ sentence which he 
is serving for highway robbery this means 
ten months. More than all else he has 
reduced his possibilities of getting a par- 
don to the very minimum and as he is a 
‘young man and says he can-prove that 
he was a soldier in the Philippines for two 
years before his incarceration, it is 
thought by many that this might have 
had considerable weight with President 
Roosevelt, who is Known to have some 
partiality for soldiers. 

Of his past life very little is known. 
and Shelton himself is exceedingly reti- 
cent. He was sentenced to five years for 
highway robbery in the Indian Territory 
last April and was received at the prison 
June 7. Today he has been the object of 
greatest interest to his fellow prisoners 
and evidently his nine hours of freedom 
quite unsettled him, for this morning in 
the dining room he became impudent to 
one of the guards and spent thé rest of 
the morning and afternoon in solitary 
confinement in consequence, 

At the morning court presided over by 
Deputy Warden Dawson yesterday he said 
that after traveling hard about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon he began to get nervous 
and scared and in place of pushing on he 
went up on a hill and staid in-hiding un, 
darkness came on. Right there he ad- 
mitted was where he made a great mis- 
take and he was confident that if he had 
kept right on he would not have beer? 
captured as soon as he was. But this de- 
lay permitted Guard Bryan's party to 
get ahead of him and in this way he was 
surrounded and they had him coming or 
going.

The meeting was to hive been held for 
the purpose of taking final action on the 
application of the Atlanta Electric Com- 
pany for a franchise to establish and 
operate an electric light and power plant. 
While the matter. was being informally 
discusseqd by members of the committee 
and interested parties Mr. Arkwright 
stated he should like to see the conditions 
that were to be imposed, if any, upon the 
new company in the event it was decided 
to recommend the granting of the peti- 
tion. 

“We are not opposing this new con- 
cern,’’ said he, ‘“‘and my only object in be- 
ing here is to see that we are not dts- 
crimnated againstin any way.

situation. It was after the capture had 
been made and Shelton had been bound 
and the entire party was waiting for a 
team to take them back to the prison 
that a big negro came along and seeing 
the three men waiting with one man tied, 
pulled his gun and prepared for trouble.

It was at this point tTiat Mal- 
lory Hawk and No. 32 again showed 
their earnestness and I guess that there 
is little doubt but that he would have 
bad to kill three men ready and willing 
to fight before the rescue could have 
been made, if that had been his object. 
As it was the negro was frightened almost 
sick and notwithstanding his many ex- 
planations I did not return his gun until 
he brought witnesses to prove his state- 
ments. When I left him he told me the 
next time he saw a man in the United 
States uniform he was sure going to 
‘smel] trouble’ right there, and in place 
of trying to pull a gun he was going to 
start running hard for the nearest woods. 

“The captive had almost nothing to say 
after his capture and seemed exceedingly 
reticent regarding any of the details of 
his journey. He showed plenty of évi- 
dence of having made a hard run, but 
the way he spoke of enjoying those .wo 
cigarettes was pathetic. It seemed to 
make up for at] possible restrictions in 
the future and he dismissed the entire 
subject by saying that he had done his 
best to-get away and that I had caught 
him ang that was all there was to it. He 
was willing now to go back and take the 
consequences and that I need not antici- 
pate any more trouble. Notwithstanding 
his promises I watched his every move 
and kept him covered until he was bound. 
1 was mighty glad that he did not pul up 
a fight at the bridge, for I did not want 
to shoot him and I certainly did not mean 
to let him get away. Shooting a man 's 
not a pleasant thing no matter how 
good or necessary the cause and I could 
have thanked him for throwing up his 
hands and not starting in to m@gke a 
struggle for further , treedom at any 
price.

Funeral of Colonel Hemphill 
Attended by Large 
Concourse. 


ELOQUENT SERMON 
BY BISHOP CANDLER 


Services Held at Trinity Yesterday 
Afternoon—Body Placed in Re- 
ceiving Vault and Will Be 
Buried Today—Memorial 
Meeting Tonight. 


One of the largest congregations ever 
seen at Trinity church gathered there 
yesterday afternoon to do honor to the 
memory of Colonel W. A. Hemphill, who 
was for many years one of the leading 
members of that church. ' 

The body was escorted from Colonel 
Hemphill’s late residence to the church 
by the members of Atlanta camp, 159, 
United Confederate Veterans, and repre- 
sentatives of a number of secret orders 
with which Colonel Hemphill was con- 
nected. ; 

At the church the honorary escort 
formed, as did the children of the Trini- 
ty Sunday school. Colonel Hemphill was 
greatly devoted to the Sunday school and 
had filled the position of superintendent 
for a long period. The children of the 
Sunday school formed in the basement 
and took their places in the church be- 
fore the arrival of the body. 

The honorary escort, which was com- 
posed of the Atlanta members of the 
board of trustees of Emory college, the 
stewards of Trinity church, the mayor 
and the ex-mayors of the city, the mem- 
bers of the genera] council, and a number 
of personal friends and former business 
associates, formed ip front of the church 
and on the arrival of the body preceded 
it into the church. 

The escort was followed by Bishop 
Warren A. Candler, Dr. John W. Heidt, 
General Clement A. Eva s and Dr. Rob- 
ert B. Head, of Rome, who were in turn 
followed by the pallbearers, G. T. Dodd, 
E, W. Martin, T. P. Westmoreland, W. 
F. Slaton, R. T. Dorsey, W. R. Ham- 
mond, W. P. Pattillo and I. S. Mitchell, 
bearing the body, which was followed by 
the immediate relatives of the deceased. 

The Funeral Services. 

The funeral services were ‘conducted 
by Bishop Candler, assisted by General 
Evans, Dr. Heidt and Dr. Head. Dr. 
Head made the opening prayer, after 
which the scripture lesson was read by 
Dr. Heidt and Genera] Evans. 

Bishop Candler, who delivered the fu- 
neral address, was visibly affected. He 
paid an eloquent tribute to the many 
excellent qualities of Colonel] Hemphill as 
a soldier, a citizen and a Christian. He 
spoke of Colonel Hemphill’s great love 
for Atlanta and also of his breadth of 
mind, in that he was interested in reliev- 
ing the sufferings of people far away 
from his native city. 

Bishop Candler spoke particularly of 
Colonel Hemphill’s service to Emory col- 
lege as a trustee of that institution and 
Stated that few men had ever done as 
much for the college as he had, although 
he himself was a gradute of the state 
‘university and one of its most loyal 
alumni. 

Bishop Candler was followed hy Gen- 
eral Evans, who made a short talk, tell- 
ing of his personal experiences with Colo- 
nel Hemphill. The four hymns sung dur- 
ing the service were those known as the 
favorites of Colonel Hemphill—‘“In the 
Sweet Bye-and-Bye,” ‘Lead, 
Light,” ‘“‘How Firm :a Foundation,” and 
'God Be with You ’Till We Meet Again.”’ 

The services began at 5 o’clock and it 
was almost dark when they were con- 
cluded. Despite this fact the procession 
which followed the body to Oakland was 
one of the longest ever seen in Atlanta. 
Owing to the lateness of the hour the 
body was placed in the receiving vault, 
where the burial service took place. The 
interment wil] take place without cere- 
mony this morning. 

The regular prayer meeting at Trinity 
church tonight will be made a memorial 
meeting in honor of Colonel Hemphill. 
He had agreed to lead the meeting to- 
night and the congregation that he was 
to have led will gather to do honor to his 
memory.

The shirt 
waist business has its specialties as well 
aS everything else, so that one woman 
devotés her attention to the seams while 
another take§“care of the bands, but the 
Susset takes care of itself, as there are 
none to be seen upon an up-to-date wom- 
an’s shirt waist. 

In one of the largest shirt waist fac- 
tories in this city the material is put in 
the slot at one end of ‘the ‘factory and 
comes out in ecampleted shirt waists of 
most ‘exquisite make at. the other, and 
at the rate of 600 dozen a day. 

The factory is eight. stories in ‘height, 
and each floor 1§ about 200 feet square. 
This unusual width insures plenty of 
light and ventilation, and also makes it 
possible to havesphe machinery arranged 
upon single floors so that a better over- 
sight may be kept of the work. ® 

From end to end of most of the floors 
run long lines of sewing machines, all 
shining with cleanliness and a})l handled 
by bright-faced girls, as clean in their 
attire as the machines which they op- 
erate. Nor is it left to them to see to 
their attire. An inspector goes through 
the long aisles of machines and looks 
as carefully at the clothing of the 1,300 
girls who operate them as does a ser- 
geant upon dress parade eye the uniforms 
of the. squad under his: command. The 
girls may dress as their fancy and their 
purses dictate, but whatever they wear 
must be spotlessly clean, and so must 
the busy hands which see to ‘‘seam and 
collar and band.’’ ‘ 

Nor does the inspection end here. The 
girls must be healthy and not come from 
any. house in which an infectious: disease 
exists. 

Strange to say, the only employees of 
the masculine. persuasion in this factory 
are those who cut out the waists. This 
work was once done by machinery, but 
that mode of cutting proved unsatisfac- 
tory, and now the work is all done by 
hand. It requires’ care, skill and en- 
durance, fér cutting out is not so easy 
as it sounds, and the hands must grow 
hardened to the constant friction of the 
handles -of the scissors. 

From the cutters some parts of the 
waists go into the hands of the basters 
and the other parts to girls at various 
machines. About seven hundred sewing 


y% 


machines take up the pieces; and with. in- 
credible swiftness fly through the fabric. 
One set of girls sews the plain seams, an- 
other set makes the sleeves, another 
makes the stocks, still others fashion the 
cuffs, neckbands and the various por- 
tions necessary to the completion of the 
garment. Then there are machines. for 
hemstitching and for fancy stitching, and 
what are known as ‘‘trimming’’ machines 
for. doing the delicate work. necessary 
in applying the bits of lace and em- 
broidery to waists in the’ dainty way in 
which it is now done. Besides these 
various machines, there are others, which 
do not come under the head of sewing 
machines, that glitter with sharp néedles. 
industriously putting on buttons and 
working button holes.” All. these 4iffer- 
ent styles of machines have their vwn 
skilled-operators, and all are run by 
other than human motive power. 

Each girl is, however, mistress of he 
own instrument, and with a light touch 
can control its movements. : 

When the shirt waists are made there 
are girls whose duty it is to launder the 
neckbands, the collars and cuffs or wrist- 
bands and stocks. Then other giris take 
the waists, lightly press them and turn 
them oyer to a bevy of other girls, who 
deftly fold the garments. At this stage 
of the process of manufacture the waist 
looks as though it had never been han- 
died, so pretty and sweet and fresh is 
it; but this is not to be the last of its 
handling. Another group of young wom- 
en takes up the creations of swiss and 
lawn and lace and embroidery and linen, 
and puts them into boxes ready for the 
salesman in the retail shop. 

There is, however, still another process 
to be gone through with before the waists 
are pressed and boxed. Each. is«care- 
fully examined by experts to see that it 
is perfect in every part, otherwise it 
cannot go out as the product of this 
house. 

sesides skilled operators, examiners, 
cutters, basters, finishers, pressers, laun- 
dresses and boxers there are employed 
women of artistic taste and ability to de- 
sign models and plan new and charming 
ways in which to apply trimming upon 
shirt waists. These women must keep 
the key of the prevailing styles, and at 
the same time produce variations in novel 
and exclusive effects that will make the 
waists desirable, because few women) 
care to wear exactly the same kind of 
garment worn by others. 

After the waists have been approved by 
the lynx-eyed examiners, they are placed 
in long rows in the show room, where 
they are purchased by men from the 
shops—big and little—and are sold in 
every part of the United States, in Can- 
ada and in our colonies.

MEMBERS OF THE SIXTEENTH 
ILL WITH PHILIPPINE FEVER 


ETWDBHEN thirty and forty members 
BR of the Sixteenth United States in- 

fantry are now confined in hospital 
quarters at Fort McPherson. Almost al! 
of this number are suffering from dis- 
eases acquired during service in the Phil- 
ippines, a form of malaria peculiar to the 
Orient being the prevailing malady. 

To a Constitution reporter who visited 
ene of the wards yesterday morning some 
of the'descriptions of symptoms and suf- 
en given by the invalids were very 
Striking. Speaking of the Philippine fever 
one of the soldiers said: ‘So far as I 
know I have never been accused of being 
meaner than the common average of men 
in general, but just at this particular min- 
ute I feel as though I could throw stones 
at my little sister and that comes aboui 
the nearest way to descmping my pres- 
ent ailment I can think of. 

“How does it start? Well, some morn- 
ing when you hear the bugie blowing 
that irritating cal] of— 

“We can’t get em up, 

“We can't get ‘em up, 

“*We can’t get ’em up in the morning,’ 
you start to roll out in obedience to the 
summons and the first thing you know 
you feel as if you had been run over by 
a trolley car, kicked by a Georgia mule 
and received a life sentence for murder. 
After your aching bones have told you 
about three chapters of such pleasing ad- 
ventures, your ‘bunkie’ turns around and 
after looking at your red face, remarks 
that you are losing your pretty complex- 
ion and ought to use more cold cream and 
rice powder. -After that you can rest 
reasonably assured that you are up 
against it and are billed to take quinine 
until further orders. 

‘Taking quinine pills reminds me of an 
experience we had out in the Philippines 
and it is a true qne, as any of the men 
will tell you. When anything was the 
matter it got to be the regulation thing 
to. prescribe those pills. One morning 
one of the boys ‘ost his hat and reported 
it to the quartermaster sergeant. ‘Here,’ 
answered the officer, ‘are your pills. Take 
one before each meal.’ 
| uppose this sounds like a ‘stringer,’ 
but t isn’t. It only proves how thosz 
pills came to be looked upon as the regu- 
pation remedy for any trouble. Of course, 
your fever runs very high and a ead 
goes with it that seems to trying to 
open and shut at irregular in@rvals. It’s 
a peculiar and special brand of headache, 
all of its own, and it sure makes a man 
disinterested a whole lot with his general 
surroundings. The doctor generally breaks 
'the fever in about forty-eight hours and 
then for three or four days you just 
lte around and hate yourself for living. 

“TI¢ there is any fighting going on you 
can manage to get up ang around some 
way, but it is mighty hard work. Still 
I have seen fellows over in the island 
go into action with a fever of 104 and 16 
and the surgeon will bear out this state- 
ment. Of course, as I understand it, such 


de 


thing would be impossible in this coun- 


try. but the fever runs very high over 
there, and after you have become 4c- 
climated you can do almost anything. 

‘“‘No, there are lots of mean things over 
in Luzon, but the meanest, most low 
down and ornery thing they have is their 
fever and that fact I am willing to put 
down in writing over my real name and 
address. And the worst part about the 
malady is that after you have once made 
the acquaintance of the brute you can’t 
tell how long before he will come back 
and visit you. He may stay away three 
or four weeks or three or four months, 
or even longer, but some pleasant morn- 
ing when you are just fixing to get over 
guard mount and go out and have a good 
time, he will come walking in like the 
angel of darkness and sin he is, ‘and when 
he comes he’s worse than the most per- 
sistent poor relation, for he just natu- 
rally sits down by your side and he 
doesn’t go away for a week or so.” 

“But I say, Jimmy,’ called out the 
man lying on the next cot whose gay 
pajamas certainly spoke in glowing col- 
ors of Oriental splendor, “if you've got 
to nurse that archangel] of iniquity in 
your congested head and manly bosom, 
ain’t this the real place to be? Every time 
I look out of that window and see those 
flowers of home and other earmarks of a 
civilized government, or hear one of those 
trolleys go buzzing past, it’s better than 
a dose of medicine. It wasn’t so long 
ago that we were in hospital at Aparri 
and the homesickness for sights like those 
out there used to almost drive me crazy. 

“Our windows looked out on the es- 
colta or principal street of that cursed 
hell hole of a greater United States and 
every time I would see one of those Ilaco- 
nas go driving by with his caribou and 
carreta on his way to the market place 
& used to wear myself out swearing at 
him, for the black devil he was that had 
brought me to thig god-forsaken country 
And every time I would see one of those 
female heathens go side-stepping along 
the hot walk I would think of a certain 
other girl, and if half of those curses I 
used to send out of those hospital win- 
dows at Aparri ever amount to anything, 
there is going to be a hot eternity for 
a good many of those Filipinos that I will 
be personally responsible for. 

‘“‘No, I sure ain’t got anything pleasant 
to say about these attacks of fever, but 
I certainly prefer put@ng up a limited 
round contest in the nist of helpful and 
comforting home scenery to one of those 
seemingly finsh fights in that sink hole 
of American expansion.” 

And from all along the cots on either 
side of the ward came a’ chorus of af- 
firmatives, some of them too emphatic 
to look well in print, voicing the unani- 


mous sentiment of the invalids in a way .

It Was More Bullish Than Longs Had 
Counted Upon. 


CLOSED 2 T0 8 POINTS UP 


Under Leadership of Wheat All Spec- 
ulatives Closed Higher in Chi- 
cago—Stock Market Closed 
Dull and Irregular. 

Money Easier. 


New York, August 19.—The cotton market 
opened quiet and steady with prices 2 points 
lower to | point higher and the room contin- 
gent appeared to be considerably mixed as 
too just which way to turn. The Liverpoo! 
cables offered no inducements to longs or 
shorts here, and the weather reporise were 
rather non-committal. The commission houses 
were sparsely supplied with orders and Wail 
street or the moment wae not supporting the 
market. Nevertheless ehorts soon decided that 
retreat was the better policy, for strong out- 
side buying came to the front, Wall street, 
the south and Liverpool sending orders. Prices 
were well above the final bids of previous 
day before the first hour closed, and the 
market gave symptoms of inherent strength. 
While it was reported that the foreign and 
southern buying was for Wall street account, 
the orders having been sent in this round- 
about the way for effect, the bears were in 29 
manner comforted and continued to cover 
as best they might. Promptly at noon the 
bureau report came in and proved to be even 
more bullish than the longs had counted upon. 
Prices quickly worked up to 7.91 for Janu- 
ary, after which there was littie change up 
to the closing. Flurries of ‘profit-taking cause 
slight setbacks at times, but the general mar- 
ket was firm. The close was steady with 
prices 2 to 8 points net higher. Total sales 
were estimated at 2,000,000 bales. Receipts 
were disposed tofincrease some. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, August 19.—Buyers continue 
moving about sample rooms freely in search 
of desirable lists of spot cotton, 
are debarred from operating upon anything 
like a liberal scale by reason of the scarcity 
of offerings.

In anticipation of a bullish govern- 
ment crop condition report, operators on the 
long side of the market became a little ag- 
gressive immediately after the opening, and 
bid the several months up 3 to § points, where 
the advance halted to await the bureau re- 
port. When the report came it created quite 
a stir among the bulls, who at once took on 
additional smalj loads of jong cotton at fur- 
ther moderate gains in the figures. At the 
close today the record showed advances from 
last evening’s range of values of 5 to 7 points 
on the several positions. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, August 19.—Today’s business in 
cotton goods has been, as of late, ordinary 
in character at first hands, but local jobbers 
are doing a good business in general merchan- 
dise. Print cloth cottons continue dull at 
previous prices. Export demand for cotton 
goods is inactive, but a few small parcels 
have been sold for China and Africa.

: 19.—Cotton—Liverpool did 
slightly better today in both departments, 
and, in fact, the steady tendency of English 
market recently indicates that foreigners are 
giving more consideration to crop damage 
complaints. Spots advanced 1-32d with sales 
of 7,000 bales. All attention here was adi- 
rected to the weekly crop report, which prac- 
tically confirmed private advices about fhe 
serious deterioration, and it proved an incen- 
tive for a better demand that resulted in a 
fair improvement. Closing quotations are from 
5 to 7 points higher than yesterday.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York. August 1!9.—There were more 
shares of stock sold on the exchange today 
than yesterday, dealings rising again over the 
half-million share mark. The market took 
on a fair appearance of average strength, but 
an analysis will show that the gains in the 
majority of usually active stocks are fraction- 
al, while the striking gains are confined to 
a few spots in the market. The dealings were 
largely in professional hands, and were sup-~- 
posed to reflect the operations of speculative 
pools, including some of the, prominent cap!- 
talists of the country. The situation of af- 
fairs was not materially changed from that of 
yesterday, and the new demonstration of 
strength was largely based on the approach- 
ing return to New York of J. P. Morgan, 
which has caused a renewal of mafy long 
current rumors of financial projects and rail- 
road deals, which are supposed to await his 
action to be put into force. The most prom- 
inent of these in its effect upon the specu- 
lation is the formulation of a plan for con- 
trol of Louisville and Nashville. There seems 
a fairly general agreement that this plan 
will take the form of a guarantee of a divi- 
dend on Louisville and Nashvile, commonly 
supposed to have been fixed at 7 per cent. 
The movement jed by Louisville made itseif 
felt in other southern etocks—notably, Illi- 
nois Central and Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louls. Norfolk and Western and Chesa- 
and Ohio were also supposed to de- 
rive some benefit from this cause, although 
the advance in Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
and Qhio pointed to speculation on the soft 
coal traffic.

Washington, Avgust {9.—‘ollqwing is the 
general summary of the crop conditicns issued 
weekly by the depurtment of agriculture: 

The week has not been favorable for the 
rapid maturing of crops in the northern Gis- 
tricts easttwarl of the Mississippi valley, 
where it has been abnormelly cool, with ex- 
cesstve rains in portions of the Missouri and 
upper Mississippi valley. while hot and gen- 
erally dry weather prevailed in the southern 
States, and the protracted drought continues 
i the mitddle Rocky mountain districta. 

rought has been relieved in Washington 
and gencrally favorable conditions prevailed 
in the Pacific coast states, althourh the week 
Was unseasonably cocl in that region, and 
showers interrupted grain harvest in Oregon 
during the fore part of the week. 

CORN—Corn continucs in very promising 
condition in the principal corn states, in the 
most northerly portions of which, however, it 
has not matured rapidly under the low tem- 
peratures which prevailed during the week. 
The reports indicate thar early corn over the 
northern portions of the corn belt wiil be 
saved from frost by September 10 to 15 and 
the late crop from September 15 to October 
1, while over the southor: pcrtions of the 
corn belt some of the early corn is already 
matured and the late will be safe by Sep- 
tember 15 to 23. 

SPRING WHEHEAT—Spring wheat harvest is 
nearly finished in- the Dakotas, and has prog- 
ressed under favorable conditicns in northern 
Minresota, but has been interrupted by show- 
ers in the southern part of the state, in which 
the crop generally nas ripened slowly and.un- 
evenly. In lowa wheat in shock has heen 
injured, and a large percentage ru‘ned by wet 
weather. 

OATS—Further reports of damage to oats in 
shock are received from the Ohio and upper 
Mississippi valleys. Harvesting is unfin- 
ished only in some localities in the more 
northerly rportions of the New England and 
middie Atlantic states. 

COTTON—Late cotton har improved in the 
Carolinas, Mississippi and Louisiana and in 
portions of Missouri and Tennessee. In Ala. 
bama and Florida a light crop is indicated, 
and in Georgia the outlook is so varied ag tw 
range from excellent to almost a complete 
failure. Shedding is very generally reported 
througheut the belt with premature opening 
in portions of Alabama, Georgia and South 
Carolina. In Texas cottcn is opening rapidly 
and picking is becoming general, but the crop 
is Jeteriorated on account of excessive’ heat, 
shedding and ravages of boll worms and wee 
vil. While some damage has resuited from the 
hot, dry weather in Oklahoma and Indian Ter 
ritory. where the crop tc maturing fast and 
pick'ng is in progress, a large yield of good 
quality is indicated.

|LAWYER ASKED 


NATURE OF FEE 


Tilt Took Place Between Attorneys in 
Murphy Will Case. 


INTERESTING CASE STILL ON 


Many Witnesses Introduced To Tes- 
tify as to Old Negress’ Mental 
Caliber—Case Wiil Be Con- 
cluded Today—News 
of the Courts. 


Hearing in the Serena Murphy will case 
was centinued before Judge Wilkinson 
yesterday. Some interesting testimony 
was introduced by the attorneys for 
Amelia Murphy, in whose favor the will 
is largely made. 

The most interesting feature of the case 
yesterday was the lively bout which 
took place between Attorneys Claude C. 
Smith and R. J. Jordan. Attorney 
Smith was on the stand to testify to 
having drawn the will, and as to the 
apparent condition of Serena Murphy's 
mind, Mr. Smith is one of the attorneys 
for Amelia Murphy, so Attorney Jordan, 
representing the caveators, insisted that 
Mr. Smith tell the court what kind of 
contract in regard to. fees he had with 
Amelia Murphy, as to whether the con- 
tract called for .a fixed fee or a con- 
tingent fee, maintaining that if the con- 
tract called for a contingent fee that 
Mr, Smith would be a beneficiary under 
the will, and was consequently incompe- 
tent to testify to the will. 

The court held that he was not com- 
pelled to answer the question of his 
brother attorney unless he wished to-do 
so. Mr. Smith finally answered the ques- 
tion unger protest, to the effect that his 
contract with Amelia Murphy called for 
a fixed and not a contingent fee. 

All of the testimony introduced was on 
the side of putting up the will that was 
offered for probation, and went to prove 
that Serena-Murphy was a woman of 
sound mind, and that the will in question 
was the will which she wanted to be up- 
held by the courts. 

The first witness introduced was R. F. 
Thomson,.who testified that he was one 
of the subscribing witnesses to the will, 
that he went at the request of Mr. Smith 
to witness the will. He said he had heard 
that a guardian had been appointed for 
the old woman, and that he expected to 
find her a perfect imbecile, but during 
the time he was at the house he talked 
with her and questioned her rigidly as

’Frisco-Texas and Pacific Rumors. 

Rumors are in circulation to the effect 
that the St. Louis and San Francisco has 
secured the Texas and Pacific—one of the 
best paying of the Gould properties. These 
rumors have gained considerable credence 
in St. Louis and the papers of that city 
state in srbstantiation of it that no de- 
nial has yet come from the Goulds. 

There was quite an amount of discus- 
sion of this subject in Atlanta yesterday, 
and while it disclosed a wide difference 
of opinion among the railroad men of the 
city the great majority of them think that 
no such deal has been or will be con- 
summated., 

It is known that since George Gould 
took charge of the Gould roads he has sold 
very few miles of track.. It is said that 
he would be very reluctant to turn loose 
such a dividend-producer as the Texas 
and Pacific and particularly at this time, 
when it is such an important factor in 
the proposed Gould St. Louis-New Or- 
leans line, 

On the other hand it is argued that 
Gould, having practically accomplished 
his purpose ot getting the only real trans- 
continental line in America, wishes to 
devote all his time to this and in conse- 
quence is willing to give up HY Texas 
lines. The recent coup of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, which was the Cot- 
ton Belt’s Chicago outlet, by the ’Frisco, 
is cited as showing that Gould jis not 
making any great fight for control in 
Texas just at this time. 

The Texas and Pacific would be a valu- 
able acquisition to the ’Frisco with which 
it connects at Paris, Tex. It would give 
the “Frisco an entrance into New Or- 
leans which would complete its line from 
the lakes to the gulf. It would also give 
it a line into the El Paso gateway and 
greatly increase its chances for Mexican 
business, 


Ball Bearings on Illinois Central. 

Chicago, August 19.—IE:xperiments are 
being conducted by the lilinois Certtral 
with a device that may revolutionize the 
freight carrying business. The experi- 
ments are being made with a box car, the 
trucks of whieh are fitted with ball bear- 
ing journals, which make the car run so 
easily that a single person can move it. 
This fact was easily accomplished today 
by many people who pushed the car as it 
stood in the yards. 

The bearing consists of four races of 
three-quarter-inch bars. The thrust of 
the car fringes around a curve. There 
are 132 three-quarter-inch balls in’ each 
journal, each of which sustained a‘crush- 
ing strain of 78,000 pounds. The small 
baHs will sustain a weight of 38,000 pounds. 

The car was loaded with 50,000 pounds of 
steel casting and made the trip to New 
Orleans, where it was loaded with coffee 
and returned to Chicago. It is said the 
journals have an average life of seven 
years, which is much longey than the 
journals now in use. The most important 
advantage claimed for them is great ease 
with which they move. If practicable 
train loads can easily be loaded and can 
be doubled and hauled with the same 
power now used. This would mean great 
economy in operation. 


Spikes and Cinders. 

The official circular announcing the ap- 
pointment of C. C. Johnston as southwest- 
ern agent at Houston and W. B. Terhune 
as soliciting freight agent at Atlanta for 
the West Point route was issued yester- 
day. Both of these appointments have 
already been announced in The Constitu- 
tion.

mediately took up the trail: from beneath 
the window.

“By this ¢ime I was convinced that we 
had passed our man, and feeling positive 
that we were close upon him, the dogs 
were tied up to keep from giving an un- 
timely warning and we wenton alone. We 
were now in a part of the country witha 
swamp ang a creek so deep that it would 
require swimming .to cross it. I don't 
claim to be any Sherlock Holmes, but I 
made the deduction that he would not 
want to get wet for obvious reasons and 
would walk along the railroad track uniil 
he could cross on 4 bridge. Following this 
plan, we stationed ourselves beneath the 
trestle work where we could command a 
view of the track and waited. 

“It wasn't long before we heard a,noise 
and the next thing Shelton came swing- 
ing along the track at a pretty good pace. 
The rest, with the good helpers I had at 
my command, was easy.”’

SICK MAN TAKEN 
TO CITY PRISON 


Grady Hospital Transfers Patient to 
Police Barracks. 


THERE WAS A LIVELY CLASH 


Warm Words Are Used by Police Of- 
ficials and Hospital Doctor. 
Patient Taken Back to Hos- 
pital — Dr. Bréwster 
Makes Statement. — 


There was a clash between Grady hos- 
pital officials and police barracks offi- 
cials yesterday when a sick man was 
taken from the hospital to the city 
prison to make a prisoner of a patient. 

There were some warm words between 
Turnkey Bostwick and Dr. C. D. Jef- 
fries, and betwen the doctor and Captain 
John A. Thompson. 

About 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
Grady hospital ambulance rolled up in 
front of the police barracks and a man 
was taken out on a stretcher and car- 
ried into the city prison. He was placed 
on the stone floor. The patient appeared 
to be quite feeble. 

Turnkey Bostwick looked at the sick 
man and exclaimed: 

“It's an outrage to bring such a man 
into a place lige this. We don’t run a 
hospital here.’’ / 

“You don’t know what you are talking 
about,’”’ replied Dr. Jeffries, who had 
accompanied the patient to the _ bar- 
racks, ‘“‘That man is not ill; he is sham- 
ming. He has acted in a very unruly 
and disorderly manner at the hospital, 
and we have decided that a prison is a 
more suitable place for him than a sick 
ward,”’ . 

“That man ought not to be in here,” 
said the turnkey. 

The doctor ‘replied warmly again. 

“T have heard enough from you, 
turnkey told him. 

“I will talk as much as I please,” re- 
torted the doctor. 

Taken Back to the Hospital. 

Captain Thompson met the doctor, and 
another lively colloquy ensued, the cap- 
tain taking the same view of the case 
as the turnkey. 

“T wish to heaven,” exclaimed the cap- 
tain, “that a newspaper reporter was 
here to take a picture of this poor fel- 
low upon that stretcher.’’ 

The result of the ‘‘talk’’ was that the 
siek man was taken back to the hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Brewster, superintendent of the 
hospital, stated last night to a reporter 
af The Constitution that the sick man 
was a Greek, named Maghoria. 

“The. man has been in the hospital,’’ 
stated Dr. Brewster, “for four weeks. 
He was operated on for a Slight trouble, 
and is now nearly well. He became very 
unruly, and cursed and used the most 
indecent language, where the young lady 
nurses could hear him. We did every- 
thing we could to make him keep quiet 
and behave himself, and at last we had 
to resort to the power of the police. If 
the man appeared to be very ill at the 
barracks, he must have been shamming. 
However, we have now decided to place 
him where he cannot trouble the nurses. 
I- know nothing about what occurred at 
the police barracks, and if there was any- 
thing unpleasant’ I regret it.’’ 

The attaches at the police barracks 
who saw the sick man and witnessed 
what occurred when he was brought 
there from the hospital are not satisfied 
with the explanations made. They stick 
to it that the hospital physicians had no 
right to ‘‘unload a sick man on the po- 
lice,’ as they express ij.
